Reports Come That Kissimmee 
River and Lake. Will Dis- 
charge Much More Water 


On an order received through As- 
sistant State Engineer Glenn V. Segtt 
at West Palm Beach, flashboards were 
replaced in the Canal Point spillway 
Tuesday and the lecvl of the canal was 
dropped from 16 feet to 15 fect. The 
order was brought out in a speedboat. 
It is understood that the purpose is to 
get all of the water out of the middle 
and lower Glades. Passage of barges 
with rock for Conners road is being 
made with difficulty and General Man- 
ager Patterson is expected to ask that 
the canal be raised. 

Kissimmee river’ is bank full, , Lake 
Kissimmee Has not gone down much 
and the outlook for the Everglades next 
fall is not good if there is a heavy 
rainfall in the Kissimmee river water- 
shed, Captain Clay Johnson reports. 
This corres; with other reports of 
the stage of walerain the region which 
has a strong influence on conditions 
around Lake Okeechobee. 

As much water is being let out of 
Lake Okeechobee through. the spill- 
ways as can be discharged without 
raising the canals to overílow stage at 
points near the lake.

The original developers and heads of 
tle first land-selling companies’ who 
operated in the Florida Everglades had 
very clear ideas of what they wanted 

*toado; they had ideals and ambitions 

and a program by which these were 
Sought to be achieved. 

Everglades land was sold in small 
tracts by the first operators and it was 
sold in small tracts on the répresenta- 
tion that when the land was fully re« 
claimed, ten or twenty acres would be 
sufficient to maintain a family and 
provide a competence for old age. Buy- 
ers were told that it was: good truck- 
ing land and adapted to fruits of many 
kinds and good for dairying and gen- 
eral farming. Recommendation was 
made that the ‘buyer have some fruit 
and that the place be stocked with 
cows, hogs and chickens. "^ 

Reclamation of the overflowed lands 
has not proceeded as fast as the sellers 
or the buyers expected, but the lapse of 
time. has not shown that the original 
estimate of the counry was wrong or 
that there was any fault in the farm.

The promoters and' developers of Ev- 
erglades communities pictured an al- 
most ideal form of production 'and

I ‘don’t .want 
to seem to bea y" or a knock- 
er but I wonder whAPwill come of the 
project.’ This is not the first\ time a 
canning plant has been projected in the 
tomato districts of South Florida. Del- 
ray had one for a time, and. Moore 
Haven, There was some controversy 
‘as to why the Delray plant, which 
was owned by the Snyder’ Preserving 
Company of Chicago, ceased to operate. 
At a meeting of the West Palm Beach 
Chamber of Commerce it was claimed 
that the freight rates charged by the 
Florida East Coast railroad were . so 
igh that no,money could be made. 
"This was denied by the railroad com- 
pany and'by the Snyder company. As 
nearly as it was finally worked out, the 
failure of the'tomato canning plant 
to make money was due'to the fact that 
3t was not located properly, Delray not 
producing enough tomatoes ín recent 
years. Tomatoes were shipped to the 
Delray plant for a time from South 
Dade county. That proved impractic- 
able.

THE SPRINGS OF DEMOCRACY 


Dr. L. H. Bailey of Ithaca, N, Y., is 
President “of a college at which: spec- 
fal attention is given to subjects | in 
agriculture and he is the author of sev- 
eral books on agriculture and ‘horticul- 
ture that have been standards for many 
years. Dr. Bailey's repute is high, and 
he was invited to speak at the Miss- 
ouri Farmers Week, held at Columbia, 
Mo., on “The Farmer and the Nation." 

We would like to print the address in 
full, as it was printed in The Packer of 
May 3l, but space limitations forbid. 
An excerpt can be made, however, of 
a part of thc address, as follows: 

"There is a persistent assump- 
tion abroad that these country »peo- 
ple want or need (or at leást should 
have) a village oP city life to re- 
lieve them from loneliness and ted- 
iuni; farm villages and communi- 
ties are being planned to this end. 
This is an assumption of city peo- 
ple, or of those who do not find 
their life-work in the open coun- 
try. It is by no means an assump- 
tion of country people. 

"But even if some phases of city 
life are desirable, the farm village 
and the hamlet do not often pro- 
vide it, nor.do they give any con- 
siderable number of jts special ad- 
vantages, and they are likely to de- , 
velop many decided — dísadvant- 
ages." 

Dr. Bailey's address was a plea for 
the maintanance of national _ democ- 
racy, which, he argued, had its purest 
source in farming sections: Of democ- 
racy the speaker said: “Democracy 


rests on the solid opinion of separate 
mer and women.. The cry of the 
crowds is not democracy, Democracy 


is a state of society. It is such a con- 
stitution of the social order as allows 
each man and women to develop per- 
sonality to the full and at the same 
time to participate in public affairs on 
his or her own initiátive." 

As the quoted excerpt shows he likes 
neither the city or the country town, 
ang he goes on to show that the re- 


sources at the command of the farmer 
all 


at his own home equal or excéed 
that towns can give: 

“There is every indication, that 
decentralization: must grow. The 
motor car and the truck’ and the 
constructed roads make it possi- 
ble; the rural free delivery, the 
telephone, the radio, portable light- 
ing outfits, heating devites, adapt- 
able machinery, also make it possi- 
ble. Farmers have money to lend, 
where a few years ago they carried 
mortgages. The pioneer days are 
gone.” 

This Jatter picture is not an exact 
representation of conditions that exist 
in the Florida Everglades now, but it 
does suggest the condition that can 
exist here in a few years. — ' ; 

' The traditional conception of farm 
isolation was due in large measure, we 
suspect, to the thought of farm houses 
buried in snow and of impassable roads 
in winter, No such state of affairs 
can exist in Florida, where the worst

weather is not much different from the

WILL RESURVEY | 
LAND AT PAHOKEE 
Chief Drainage Engineer As- 


signs Agent At Request. 
of Claimants 


_ By Thomas Hunter 

As you,go from the dock at Pahokee 
for about a ‘mile southwest along the 
county road that skirts Lake Okee- 
chobee you come to the-beginning of 
section 13. This is a corner of dry 
land, about one-cighth of a section, the 
remaining seyen-cighths extending obt 
in the lake,- It is state land oecupied 
by claim-holders who bought by con- 


tract the rights to*possession held by |. 


pioneer settlers, There arc 
jof these claim-holders, 
them.

We are nearly all anxious, as is also 
the town of Pahokee, to see a final 
state-approved survey of this fraction- 
al section, so that each of us.can feel 
safe to make permanent improvements 
in housing, fencing, tree-planting, walk- 
paving, grubbing, filling-in, ditching, 
diking, soil-treating, etc., with the com- 
forting knowledge that the improve- 
ments will be our own. 

In the summer of 1922 we hired an 
able, qualified engineer to survey, 
divide ahd plat the land for us. Frac- 
tional section 13 was then divided in- 
to eighteen residence ridge-lots and 
eleven muck-tracts. In February, 1923, 
the surveyor completed the plat and 
presented it fo the trustees of the In- 
ternal Improveemnt Fund, This board 
accepted the plat and fixed pricés on 
the ridge-lots and on the muck acres, 
but the plat failed to receive the final 
approva] of the chief drainage engin- 
cer. 

As time went on, the division of ‘the 
muck-tracts as shown in the 1923 plat 
seemed to grow less satisfactory to the 
majority of the claim-holders as it al- 
lowed some claim-holders to have 
muck-tracts not quite contiguous to 
their ridge-lots while to seven of the 
claim-holders it allowed no muck- 
tracts at all, The opinion spread that 
a revised plat which would allow each 
ridge-lot a piece of muck land immedi- 
ately behind it for garden purposes 
would be,the most satisfactory plan for 
all In May, 1924, I asked each claim 
holder to record, by cross as in a bal- 
lot, his opinion for or against such a 
change in the,1923 plat as would pro- 
vide a muck-tract directly behind each 
ridge-lot. The result was that fifteen 
of the eighteen claim-holders marked 
in favor of the proposed plat, none 
against it and three not marking, pre- 
ferring to be neutral, In a similar cx- 
pression of opinion on the subject of 
the state selling, fourteen claim-holders 
marked as ready t6 buy whenever the 
state will give them the opportumity. 
Two wish delay and two are: neutral. 
As section 13 has been unproductive for 
two years owing to lake seepage tinder 
the gidge causing, on the muck land 
toc high a water level, there seem» to 
he valid reason why the desire of a 
claini-holder for delay should be met 


separately in each case until he can 
make a crop. 
My errand to Tallahassee is two- 


fold; first, to get a state-approved sur- 


vey-plat of fractional séction 13; and! 
second, to deliver the above outlined 
message of the eighteen claim-holders 
to headquarters, Thanks to Editor 
Sharp, any letters from me here are 
getting the hospitality of the columns 
of this newspaper which is so exceed- 
ingly valuable an instrument to us all 
om the East Beach, The Everglades 
News; a 

On Saturday, June 6th, I called at 
the office of Chief Drainage Engineer 
Fred C. Elliot in the capitol building 
to ask a date for' a conversation. Spite 
ofthe shortness of that business day, 
Mr. Elliot favored. me with an im- 
mediate audience and. time for each 
question and answer. I began by ask- 
ing wHat is the objection to our 1923 
plat of fractional section 13. Mr. El- 
liot replied that he does not approve 
that plat because there appears to be a 
possibility. of improving the .subdivis- 
ion so as to conform better to improve- 
ments which settlers have put on - the 
ground. In some. instances the ridge- 
lot line would run through a house. 


I told Mr, Elliot that the dividing of 


the ridge-lots appeared to be satisfac- 
tory.- No-one is complaining of the 
placing of the dividing line except in 
the case of the myck-tracts. © i 

I asked Mr. Elliot's- opinion regard- 
ing the amended plat recommended by 
fifteen of the eighteen claim-holders of 
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fractional section 13. Mr. Elliot re- 
plied that he had already received a 
sketch of it with a letter from’ me and 
that he intended to make a new survey, 
something’ along the line we suggested. 
The Internal Improvement Board had 
engaged a nev assistant drainage en- 
gineer, A. R. Richardson, to look into 
all such matters and he will make a 
report on this, The, purpose is to di- 
vide so as to give as many attractive 
home-sites as possible all along the 
cast beach of Lake Okeechobee. 

I asked if there is any uncertainty 
as to the locating of the meander line 
of the lake. Mr. Elliot replied that, 
for convenience in subdividing the 
land, the new meander line varies a 
little from the original, meander fine. 
The original meander line was put in 
by the state in 1914 or 1915, and, until 
the ‘state disposes of the land, it has 
the right to change the survey of the 
meander line, 

I asked what is the width of the strip 
which should be left out along the sec- 
tion lines for roads, canals and other 
public purposes, Mr, Elliot replied 
that in Everglades land the deeds of 
the trustees carry a reservation of 260 
feet wide for roads, canals, etc.—that 
is a 130-foot wide strip on each side of 
the section line, = 

I asked if that width would, be re- 
served -in fractional’ section 13. I 
thought it should be, if thére is a pos- 
sibility of it being claimed from the 
owners after purchase, Mr. Elliot res 
plied that the board had the power to 
reduce the amount of reservation and 
that in most cases now a reservation 
is being n for a 60-foot road only. 
A reservation for a 30-foot road, as 
in our plat, seemed to him too small. - 

I said that there is a likelihood of 
a canal being made by the Pahokee 
drainage district along the south sec- 
tion line of section 13, and I asked if 
it would not therefore be best to allow 
the entire 130-foot wide strip on the 
north side of that section line, One 
welcome result of this arrangement to 
each buyer would be'thát his heavy 
bilf for muck-land would be rendered 
a little less. i 

Mr, Elliot replied that that canaf and 
[road would probably require a reserva- 
tion of not more than 100 to 130 feet; 
or, otherwise stated, 50 to 65 fect res- 
ervation on each side of the section 
line ought to be' sufficient for both the 
canal and the road. 

I asked Mr, Elliot if the 1923 plat 
could be amended aolng the lines'he ap- 
proved without a complete new survey. 
Mr. Elliot replied that, with the data 
in his possession, a revised plat. could 
be prepared. and new stakes set in on 
the field where necessary to correspond 
With changes ordered, This would 
complete the survey and, when the re- 
vised plat is approved .by him and by 
the board, those claim-holders who are 
ready to buy will have the opportunity 
to do so whether or not some of the 
lots and tracts remain unsold for a 
while. 

The .repért is incorrect that there is 
a ruling by the board that unless all 
the muck land is sold mone of the 
ridge-lots or muck-tracts will be- sold: 
The ruling is that in buying a ridge- 
lot it will be necessary to buy the 
muck-tract accompanying it. 

Mr. Elliot informed me that Assistant 
Drainage Engineer Richardson is now 
surveying near Miami, He will returm 
to Tallahassee. about. July Ist. After 
about.two weeks working over his field 
notes in the office he will set out on’ 
a new surveying dssignment which will 


probably include our land. 

In my next letter I will state what 
progress is being made and. I hope to 
include a conversation with one of the 
trustees of the Internal Improvement 
Fund.

Memorandum prepared by the Chi 


Drainage Engineer at the request of 


Hon. Herbert J, Drane, member of CoWgress of Florida, transmitted by W. 


P. Franklin of Fort Myers, for the pur 


se of setting forth the position of 


the Board of Commissioners of Everglades Drainage District upon the sub- 
ject of turning over to the United States certain drainage canals and water 
ways of Everglades Drainage District for navigation purposes: 


Memorandum In. Re Harmonizing 
Works of Drainage of Everglades 
Drainage District with Works of 
Navigation of said District and the 
Joint Utilization of said Works for 
Drainage and for Navigation 
By act of congress of September 28th, 

1850, known as the Swamp and Over- 

flow Grant Act, there came to several 

states of the Union certain lands under 
the said act. Among these states was 

Florida and under said act there came 

to this state more than 20,000,000 acres 

of swamp and overflow land, among 
which are the Everglades. The act of 

congress above referred to attached a 

condition to the grant'and this con- 

dition was that the lands. be drained 

by the said state (9 V. S. Statutes L 

519-520), the language of which is, in 

part, as follows: 

"That the proceeds of said lands, 
whether from sale or by direct appro- 
priation in kind, shal] be applied ex- 
clusively, as far as necessary, to the 
purpose of reclaiming the said lands by 
means of the levees and drains afore: 
said.” : 

In 1905, 1907 and 1913 the legislature 
of Florida enaéted certain laws look- 
ing to the reclamation of the Ever- 
glades and surrounding lands, and 
Ahrough amendments to the aforesaid 
laws, provision has been made from 
time to time for carrying on the said 
works. 

The Everglades Drainage District, as 
at present existing, was. created by 
chapter 6456, Laws of Flozida, Acts of 
1913, and operates under said law and 
amendments thereto. 
the area was created into a govern- 
mental unit designated as: Everglades 
Drainage District. A board designats 
ed as Board of Commissioners of Ev« 
erglades Drainage District was created, 
and vested by law with power and au; 
thority to carry ‘out the drainage work 
ahd to do such other things as are 
necessary and advisable for the ‘drain- 
age and reclamation of the land and 
the conduct of the business of the dis- 
trict. The*board is composed of the 
governor of Florida, attorney general, 
comptroller, state treasurer, and com- 
missioner of agriculture, and their suc- 
cessors in office, . For the purpose of 
providing funds for carrying on the 
drainage work, the legislature’ impos- 
edespecial assessments or drainage 
taxes upon the lands within the district, 
including not only the lands privately 
owned, but also the lands owned by. 


* [the state and held in trust by the trus- 


tees of the internal improvement fund, 
The taxes are pledged for the payment 
of the expenses of the district and for 
the support of bond issyes resting up- 


*|on the said tax through which means 


money is raised for prosecuting the 
work. .The duty imposed and author- 
ity conferred upon the board of, com- 
missioners of Everglades drainage dis- 
trict relates s&ictly to drainage. The 
board are m luthoriztd to construct 
works primarily for navigation or 
transportation. It is ensphasized that 
the work must be primarily for drain- 
age; that the duties of the board re- 
late to drainage and that the moneys 
of the district must be applied primari- 
ly for drainage purposes. The law also 


authorizes the board to have certain 
power and cdntrol over all of the works 
of thé district and to adopt and en- 
force such rules and regulations às may 
be advisable and necessary for the op- 
eration, maintenance, protection . and 
preservation of the works of the dis- 
Under the law the board can- 
not depart from a program.of drainage 
or embark upon a program of. con- 
struction other than that for drainage 
‘purposes, < It is furthermore the duty 
of the board as provided by law, to see, 
that the works of the district are uti 
ized to the best advantage of said dis- 
trict for drainage purposes. 

For several years the state of Flor- 
ida has been actively and energetically 
engaged in carrying out the terms of 
the grant with respect to draining the 
Everglades, and is continuing with the 
said work, and proposes a future con- 
'tinuance, looking to ultimate drainage

date surrounding land. 

(b) The construction of main drain- 
age outlets for serving lands through 
which they may pass by carrying off 
local rainfall. 

Tt may be stated that the drainage of 
the Everglades of Florida centers about 
Lake Okeechobee and depends primari- 
ly upon protecting the lands against 
overflow from the said lake, To date 
$11,000,000 in ‘round figures Have been 
expended in draining the Everglades, 
and further expenditures will follow. 
Joined with the construction of works 
necessary for draining and reclaiming 
the territory, the regulation of water 
levels by these works must be a part 
of the operation of such works and 
must perpetually be under the power 
and control of the governing board’ of 
the district. Certain works have been 
provided looking to harmonizing the 
navigation feature as incidental to 
drainage. The expenditure for such 
work has been more than a million dol- 
lars, yet the navigation feature must, 
at all times, be secondary to drainage, 
and the operation of the works of the 
district carried out accordingly. The 
regulation of water levels and the op- 
eration of: the works mustever be with 
drainage as the principal end in view. 
All other considerations must be sec- 
ondary. In order such operation of the 
drainage works of the district, shall be 
guaranteed , authority therefor must 
rest in the board of conimissioners of 
Everglades Drainage District, as intend 
ed, and as specifically provided by law. 
Relinquishment of authority 'and 'con- 
srob by the drainage board of the works 
of the district would place in jeopardy’ 
the entire drainage enterprise. The 
duty impdsed upon the board by law 
would not permit of the same. , With 
this point clearly established and un- 
derstood, and with special reference to 
harmonizing the navigation feature 
with that of drainage on the part of the 
federal government, the following may 
be stated: ` 

The board of commissioners of Ev- 
efglades Drainage District are of the 
opinion that the navigation feature 
can be harmonized advantageously with 
that of drainage; that the enlargement, 
deepening and rectification of arti- 
ficial channels and of natural water 
ways to supply a depth ‘requisite for 
navigation can be carried out satisfac- 
torily; that the carrying out and opera- 
tion of a plan looking to harmonizing 
navigation and drainage can be satis- 
factorily arranged; that agreement as 
between the- board and the federal gov- 
ernment can be'had, looking to such 
operation and regulation of water} 
levels in canals and in other water 
ways of the district, within limits 
which will not interfere with drainage, 
and within which the ‘navigation fea- 
ture can be developed; that conditions 
as to regulation and operation be ar- 
ranged between the district’ and the 
United States by , which jthe, federal 
government would have full control and 
jurisdiction over the navigation fea- 
ture, and by which the drainage board 
would retain jurisdiction and contro] 
over drainage; that appropriate legis- 
lation be enacted, if necessary, by the 
state of Florida authorizing the board

AVOCADO BLACK SPOT 
CAN. BE CONTROLLED 
BY BORDEAUX MIXTURE 


Avocado black spot, which attacks 
the fruit, leaves and stems can be con- 
trolled easily by timely applications of 
bordeaux mixtgze, according to the 
Florida snide = Station. 

The disease appears on the fruit as 
it nears maturity and forms a charac- 
teristic spot that is easily recognized. 
These spots are found, brown to dark 
brown or black in color, and vary from

FERTILIZING MUCK SOILS 


Wonderful crops have been produced 
year after year from the muck soils of 
“the Everglades without application of 
fertilizers. The large yields have been 
of sugar cane, corn, peanuts, potatoes, 
dasheens, beans, tomatoes, peppers and 
other vegetables as well as of "pears" 
from avocado trees, and the luxuriance 
of the native vegetation every year is 


ing point. 

All of this is so marked in the minds 
of residents of the Glades and owners 
of land here that some of them object 
to the use of or talk about fertilizers. 

We wonder if this is quite right? 
Will it not be well to recognize that 
application of fertilizers are proper un- 
der some circumstances? - 

A few truckers, even on the “custard 
apple ridge.” have used small quanti- 
„ties of commercial fertilizers and they 
have been well repaid by its use. In 
the succeeding years the muck soils of 
the Everglades are to be called upon 
to produce immense quantities of pro- 
duce; the abudance and certainty of 
moisture and the year-round high tem- 
perature make and wiil ‘continue to

‘No soil 
can forever stand up undef the strain 
these soils will be subjected to.

West Palm Beach, June 12—Neces- 
stablishing a daily mail ser- 
vice, betkeen West Palm Beach and 
the region at the lower end of Lake 
Okeechobee was stressed on Wednes- 
day by F. E. Decker, vice president of 
the First American Bank & Trust com- 
pany of this city, upon his return from 
a trip of investigation to the territory 
between Belle; Glade on Hillsborough 
canal and Clelviston, terminus of.the 
A. C. L, railroad line, located on the 
south shore of the Glades lake. 
"Approximately 800 cars of produce 
left the lower lake district last year 
for the north, which was handled 
through west coast business houses be- 
cause Tampa is only one day from 
Belle Glade and other towns of the dis- 
trict and West Palm. Beach, an hour 
and a half distant by automobile, is six 
days by mail from the lower lake towns, 
or potentially as far away as New 
York City,” Mr. Decker said. 
Encouraged by the hope held out by 
Mr, Decker that citizens of West Palm 
Beach will realize the importance of 
cooperating with the inland points in 
effecting a mail service between that 
district and this city, a party from 
Belle Glade including W. H. Badger, 
postmaster, arrived here on Wednes- 
day and conferred with Postmaster C. 
W. Campbell, Secretary of the Cham- 
ber of Commerce H. E. Robinson and 
E. D. Anthony, president of the mer- 
chant’s association 
As a result of the conference here on 
Wednesday either Postmaster Camp- 
bell or Assistant Postmaster Smith is 
to make a personal inspection trip to 
the Belle Glade district next week and 
determine upon the most feasible plan 
for giving the affected territory daily 
mail service, according to Mr. Anthony. 
“Although the merchants’ association 
is interested vitally and will do all in 
its power to have the post office de- 
partment install this daily service by 
October 1, of this year at the latest, it 
is realized that this effort primarily is 
the function of the chamber of com- 
merce and the mérchants’ ' association 
desires to assist the chamber, along 
with all other civic and other organi- 
zations, and let the civic associations 
" Mr. Anthony said, 
It was said that the postmaster here 
favofed instituting a double mail ser- 
vice from, this city to twenty-mile bend, 
and that the carrier. from the Belle 
Glade district make the round trip daily 
from the bend, obviating the necessity 
of establishing two routes from the post 


RATS STEAL FROM AND 
KILL CHICKENS: POISON 


Rats steal. Buy a bag of chicken 
feed, and how much of it do the rats 
on your place cat? It has beem said 
that rats eat up and otherwise waste 
more feed on the farm than the average 
flock on the average farm eats.” Add 
to this the fact that rats kill many 
thousands of chickens every year, and 
you have sufficient argument to wage 
war against-the rat family 

There are many-rat poisons on the 
markets. But common strychnine mix- 
ed with the feed—or soaked in—will do 
the job effectively. Certain, dealers 
widely recommend so-called rat virpses 
to the public." However, H: B. Lansden, 
extension poultryman oí' the Florida 
College of Agriculture, says he has lit- 
tle faith in them. He believes that 
poisoning is the most effective way to 
get rid of rats, : 

"The best'way to” administer the 
poison,” Prof. Lansden says; "is to 
place it in meal or some food that can- 
fiot be taken away or left exposed to 
other animals and fowls. A good $an 
is to use a box about 12 or 14 inches 
square,- It should have a top. Saw an 


opening large enough íor a large rat |- 


In four sides of the box con- 
fine a shallow pic pan into which place 
the meal and chops. Tempt the rats to 
enter and eat by renewing the supply 
of meal every. night with no poison 
until they get to visiting: it rely. ‘Then 
add the poison." 

Another method ‘of poisoning rats 
offered by this specialist is to sprinkle 
powdered concentrated lye in the bur- 


|jow, placing it far enough in to prevent 
any other animal or person from get- 
ting into it. The rats step into. the 
lye with their moist feet and immedi- 
ately it starts a burning sensation. To 
get relief the rats lick their feet, there- 
by taking enough poison to kill them. 
Poison should be with ex- 
treme care. Keep. away from the 
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office here. 

Communications are to be addressed 
to the assistant postmaster general 
from all local organizations, urging the 
establishment of the mail route.

According to Mr, Decker residents 
of the lower lake region want to do 
business in West Palm Beach but on 
account of the uncertain mail deliivery 
are forced to consummate their deals 
through west coast towns, five times || 
as far away. 

“Clewiston, Bare Beach, South | Bay, 
Ritta, Chosen and Belle Glade are in- 
cluded in a region of rick soil and have 
prospects of „immediate development 
ard expansion on a large scale,” Mr. 
Decker said. 

“Although the volume of business 
transacted at these points is not great 
today there is every reason to believe 
that the lower lake region will be one 
of the most productive countries in the 
United States within the next few 
years, 

Business men of Fort Lauderdale, 
which prior to the invasion of west 
coast firms, Catered to the towns in the 
Belle Glade vicinity, are making a 


strong bid to regain this business, 

“Of more. significance, however, are 
the*efforts of Miami commercial in- 
stitutions to align themselves - with the 
merchants and farmers in the ‘Glades 
of Palm Beach county. It is asserted 
by reliable authorities that the F. E. C. 
railway branch line from Okeechobee 
City will be extended south through 
Canal Point to Miaj, 

“If daily mail service is mot estab- 
lished from this city to the Belle Glade 
region and business connections are 
not made prior to the construction of 
this rail line, it is reasonable to pre- 
sume that virtually all business trans- 
acted by the residents of the interior 
of this county will be handled over the 
railroad through Miami firms, 

“After inspecting the entire territory 
at the south end of Lake Okeechobe¢ 
and witnessing the demonstrations of 
the productivity of:the soil, I am con- 
vinced that the growth of Palm Beach 
county's farming region in the next 
few years will be tremendous and that 
West Palm Beach will have cause to 
regret lack of business ties and esjab- 
lished business relations when therail- 
road is completed to Miami. 

“The residents of the lower lake re- 
gion want to associate themselves with 
West Palm Beach institutions but they 
cannot afford to do so until daily mail 
service between that region and this 


city is assured."
